More  cuid  more  coin  dealers  are  taking  an  interest  in  limited  edition  art  bars  arvt 
rounds,  as  evidenced  by  an  increased  presence  at  coin  shows  I've  attended  duri^ 
the  past  sia  months.  The  catch  is  that  even  with  $6.00  silver,  the  prices  seer^ 
to  average  about  twice  that.  The  dealers  carrying  these  pieces  seered  more  aw^ 
of  which  pieces  «re  rare  and  at  least  two  were  carrying  the  1979  catalogue  aW 
with  their  "Craysheets."  It  would  seem  that  the  days  of  SPOT  *$2  nav  be  enmW  if 
an  end.  but  this  IS  GOOD  for  the  hobby!  When  good  prices  can  be  obtained  re^lpc= 
of  silver  value,  there  will  alv«ys  be  material  available  and  rore  people  will  ^ 
come  involved  in  the  hobby.  ^ 

'DIPPIWl*  SILVER  ART  RBOUIRES  CAKE 


Chemical  -dips'  such  as  JQmJSTER  and  tlUiaSOL  will  remove  unsightly  tarnish  from 
your  bars  or  rounds,  but  care  should  be  exercised  when  using  them.  These  are  in 
fact,  mild  acid  solutions  which,  when  used  briefly,  remove  only  the  top  layer  ^ 
metal  including  the  tarnish.  This  removal  is  microscopic  and  will  not  Lverselv 
affect  the  appearance  of  the  piece.  Problems  can  arise,  however,  with  repeated 
dippings  or  by  leaving  the  piece  in  the  solution  for  too  long.  As  the  acid  reacts 
further  with  the  metal,  changes  in  the  surface's  appearance  occur.  On  a  proof  bar 
or  round,  the  mirrors  will  cloixl  or  become  dull.  On  an  uncirculated  oiecr  the 
tiny  stnations  that  produce  luster  are  destroyed  and  the  surface  will  attain  a 

the  piece  in  the  soluUon  ?or^  ™re 

than  two  seconds.  Remove  it  an  rinse  it  at  once.  For  all  but  pieces  with  lone 
stan^  tai^  this  should  te  sufficient.  IVhen  it  isn't,  repeat  the  proceis  only 
as  onen  as  i^ed  to  remove  the  tarnish.  It  should  be  noted  that  very  Ld  tarniS 
may  have  welded  with  the  metal  surface  and  will  leave  pits  when  renov^.  In  anv 
ca^,  once  the  tarnish  is  gone  and  the  piece  rinsed,  BLOT  the  piece  dry  with  a  VDir 
soft  cloth  or  tissue.  AVOID  rubbing,  as  this  can  cause  hairlinL  on  sirfare^t 
your  ^lon.  ^u  may  f^sh  off  by  dipping  the  piece  in  alcohol  ard  letting  it  air 
-This  will  neutralire  any  minerals  left  by  the  rinse  water.  The  bottom  line, 
however,  is  to  avoid  any  type  of  cleaning  unless  it's  absolutely  necessary!

The  American  Numisratic  Association  has  issued  a  liiaited  edition  “octiyjonal'*  to 
funi  the  restoration  of  the  historic  Leshor  Mouse  in  Victor,  CO.  CuiTently  owned 
by  the  AiW,  this  property  Kis  once  how  to  Joseph  Lesher,  a  tum-of-the-century 
entepreneur  and  silver  enthusiast.  Lesher  strongly  supported  the  Silver  Keferendixi, 
a  lobby  seekirg  to  convince  Congress  to  sustain  and  expand  silver  usage  in  national 
coina<;c.  Lesher  struck  an  octa/^nal  one  ounce  medal  in  1900  to  advertise  tlds  jcinl 
of  view  and  to  promote  western  rdning  concerns.  Unfortunately,  the  referendijn 
failed  and  after  \90U,  the  United  States  I-'ints  stopped  producing  silver  dollars  for 
almost  seventeen  years,  not  resining  until  1921. 

Extensive  work  on  the  house  is  required  for  restoration  -  complete  restoration 
estimates  run  between  $t*0K  and  $50K.  As  sxich,  the  AMA  is  seeking  to  raise  the 
necessary  funds  throu^  donations  and  the  sale  of  correnerativcr'octagonals." 

Priced  at  SJO  plus  $1  postage  each,  these  pieces  are  struck  in  sterlir^  silver.  The 
obverse  is  a  virtual  duplicate  of  the  original  medal  while  the  reverse  portrays  a 
Pikes  Peak  scene  and  acknowledganent  of  your  support  of  the  project.

A  Story  FVon  History  A  Story  To  Invoke  Dreams 
By  Ivan  L.  Rash,  Jr. 

Before  «e  pet  to  the  story  at  hand,  ley  us  talk  briefly  about  the  nature  of  SlLVHi. 
Today,  SIIVD?  is  basically  a  BYPRODUCT  in  mining.  Almost  seventy  percent  of  all 
SILVIK  produced  comes  from  ore  mined  primarily  for  lead,  zinc  and/or  copper. 

To  urderstand  this  phenomenon  of  today,  let's  journey  backwards  to  the  beginning  of 
time.  Eons  ago,  as  the  earth  cooled  from  a  molten  mass,  the  various  metals  rose  and 
fell,  separating  and  coning  together.  Geologists  call  this  epithermal  disposition, 
but  for  us  coimon  folks,  the  plain  talk  bottom  line  is  that  the  highest  concentrat¬ 
ions  of  SILVm  formed  near  the  surface.

Section  1  This  organization  snail  be  known  as  The  International 
Association  of  Silver  Bar  Collectors  (hereafter  referred  to  as 
lASBC). 

Section  2  The  IA5BC  shall  be  governed  by  these  bylaws  which 
may  be  amended  or  repealed  In  accordance  with  the  provisions 
herein. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

Section  I  The  lASBC  Is  a  non-profit  corporation.  Incorporated 
In  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  subject  to  the  laws,  rules,  and 
regulations  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Section  2  The  lASBC  will  provide  service  to  all  who  are 
Interested  In  the  history  and  collecting  of  sliver  artbars,  silver 
rounds,  and  all  related  fields  of  the  silver  art  nobby. 

Section  3  The  lASBC  win  promote  fellowship  among  those 
Interested  In  the  silver  art  hobby. 

Section  4  The  lASBC  will  encourage  the  preservation  of  silver 
artbars,  silver  rounds,  and  other  objects  of  silver  art. 

ARTICLE  III  -  nEHBERSHIP 

Section  I  Membership  In  The  lASBC  shall  be  open  to  any 
Interested  party  of  reputable  character. 

Section  7  Members  In  good  standing  shall  be  those  parties  who 
maintain  status  by  proper  payment  of  dues  and  by  conduct  that 
will  have  no  detrimental  effect  on  The  lASBC  or  Its  members. 

Section  ^  A  member  whose  conduct  reflects  against  the 
character  of  The  lASBC.  or  who  violates  rules  of  fairness 
against  Its  members  may  have  their  membership  suspended  or 
revoked,  following  an  opportunity  for  a  hearing  by  and  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Officers  and  Trustees  of  The  lASBC.

ARTICLE  IV  -  OFFICERS  AND  TRUSTEF5 

Section  I  The  Officers  of  The  lASBC  shall  be  the  President.

Section  2  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  composed  of  four 
members  In  good  standing. 

Section  3  The  Officers  and  Trustees  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  business  meeting.  All  Officers  and  Trustees  will  assume 
office  following  the  close  of  the  annual  business  meeting.  All 
Officers  and  Directors  shall  serve  until  the  conclusion  of  the 
next  annual  national  convention.

The  convention  shall  consist,  at  least,  of  a 
business  meeting  during  which  Officers  and  Directors  are 
elected,  and  program  activities. 

Section  2  Meetings  may  be  called  by  Officers  or  Trustees  as 
required,  to  Insure  the  smooth  operation  of  The  lASOC. 

Section  3  National  convention  site  proposals  may  be  submitted 
to  the  Secretary-Treasurer.  The  Officers  and  Trustees  will 
consider  all  proposals.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  Insure  that 
all  geographical  sections  of  the  country  are  given  equal 
consideration.
